Library Operations 
Everyone knows that the staff 
members are at hand at the main 
desk to check books in and out.

Children’s reading in the summer 
is stimulated by contests.

buying of new books for them is 
heaviest. During vacation months 
reading falls off although people 
are urged to take books along to 
their cottages or on trips. 
The library has become an in­ 
stitution which all

Interest in new school buildings 
for Escanaba was

this total, $500,000 is for a new 
Senior High school. 
Prelim inary to a school build­ 
ing program surveys

WHAT’S WRONG WITH R.tf\C.? 
(Wall Street Journal) 
A Senate subcommittee has been doing 
• good job of investigation on the Recon­ 
struction Finance Corporation. It has un­ 
covered a good many things in that agen­ 
cy’s previously secret history that should 
never nave been there. But when it spends 
hours on end bringing to light a little ham 
or a camera that an R.F.C. officer 
may 
have accepted from a loan applicant, or 
trying to determine whether a man was or 
was not an official of a political 
party 
when he performed legal services for a 
loan beneficiary, it is only marking time. 
It was the subcommittee’s purpose to 
discover what, if anything, is wrong with 
the R.F.C. and it has already accomplished 
that purpose. The record of its hearings 
shows beyond question that 
the 
wrong 
thing about the R.F.C. is that it is engaged 
in the banking business with the money of 
the country's taxpayers with no responsi­ 
bility for the results of its operations. 
To say that such a government agency 
should be immune to political influences 
is to say a vain thing. The R F C. is a body 
of political origin. It is inevitably subject 
to political influence and that means par­ 
ty pressure. It has outlived whatever em er­ 
gency usefulness it ever had, 
for which 
reason it must pervert itself from its or­ 
iginal function if it is to continue its ex­ 
istence and its officers are to continue to 
receive their federal salaries. 
One of the subcommittee’s interim re ­ 
ports was denounced as “asinine” in a cer­ 
tain high quarter. 
Anyone can see now 
that it is not the committee’s work but the 
R F.C.’s prolonged existence that merits 
the word. 
What is wrong with the R F C. is that it 
exists at all. 


fulfill its objectives. 
The newspapers of America have played 
the lead role in awakening this 
country 
from a lethargic acceptance of the bounties 
of a system of individual liberties. Every­ 
where in the world where freedom 
has 
been destroyed the first freedom to go has 
been the freedom of the press. Stalin, Hit- 
lei, Tojo, Mussolini, all the dictators have 
first gained control of the newspapers be­ 
fore proceeding with their 
program 
of 
complete subjugation of their peoples. 
The gathering of news, the job of pre­ 
paring and editing the copy, setting it into 
type, printing it, distributing it to the read­ 
ers in the fastest possible time requires the 
work of many people. The whole purpose 
of this schedule is to inform the readers of 
the developments in their home town, the 
neighboring communities, the state, 
the 
nation and the entire world—and to get 
that information to the readers in a matter 
of hours, sometimes only minutes after the 
news stories have developed. 
Democracy could not function adequate­ 
ly without newspapers. It is apparent that 
self government requires 
knowledge 
of 
conditions—and it is the newspaper's job 
to get this knowledge to the public—ac­ 
curately and rapidly. 


People Of China 
Live In A Vacuum 
ANY Americans believe that the Chin­ 
ese people will revolt against com­ 
munism. and overthrow Mao’s tough dic­ 
tatorship. They believe that the ruthless 
purges—reliable reports tell of thousands 
of public executions—must 
have 
dis­ 
gusted masses pf the Chinese and led to 
widespread 
unrest. 
Unquestionably, 
China’s dictatorship will collapse—history 
has shown that tyrannical government is 
rarely stable government. The trouble in 
the case of China is the incredible dif­ 
ferences between the status of the average 
Chinese and 
his American 
counterpart, 
and the enormous gulf that exists between 
East and West. 
Ip the United States, as in ah advanc­ 
ed countries, there is a continual flow 
of 
ideas. The 
newspapers 
and 
magazines, 
books, the radio, television—all keep the 
people informed as to the 
great 
and 
minor issues and events of the day. Ev­ 
ery conceivable school of thought makes 
itself heard. Debate is endless. 
In China, to the contrary, there are no 
such mediums of communication, outside 
of a few big cities. The great masses of 
the Chinese people live 
in 
a 
perfect 
vacuum so far as the interchange of ideas 
and knowledge—beyond the purely village 
level—is concerned. It is perfectly

ceivable that many Chinese have never so 
much as heard of the Korean war, 
for 
example, or know that Red China is en-

"WASHINGTON. —The C o m m u n i s t 
Czeehslovak embassy in 
Washington is 
located in a most fashionable and uncom- 
munist part of town. Almost next door are 
the friendly Chilean embassy, the 
Egyp 
tian embassy, the now troubled Pakistan 
embassy, the pro-American Philippines 
and the stanchly anti-Communist Turkish 
embassy. 
Across the street are the Koreans, the 
Danes and Norwegians, the latter firm 
allies in the North Atlantic past, while 
just around the corner are the 
sedate 
homes of Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, widow of 
the late president, and of Herbert Hoover 
Down the street about a block are the 
embassies of Greece and tiny Luxembourg 
—now made famous by “Call Me Madam 
Perle Mesta—both lined up solidly with 
the United States. 
In fact, the Communist 
embassy 
of 
Czechoslovakia seems just a bit out 
of 
place in these surroundings. Out of its 
windows, however, and across Sheridan 
Circle, its diplomats can see one fellow 
Communist embassy, that of Rumania, 
rather attractive building 
which 
once 
housed Queen Marie on her famous visit 
to the U. S. During those more glamorous 
days when the crowns of 
kings 
and 
queens rested mbre firmly in the Balkans 
Staring blankly at the Rumanian em 
bassy in eternal disapproval is the statue 
of General Phil Sheridan, famous for his 
cavalry A-bomb raids up and down 
the 
Shenandoah Valley, but who now stands 
still a-horse, in the middle 
of Sheridan 
Circle while children play 
around 
his 
horse’s hoofs. 
INSIDE THE EMBASSY 
in these surroundings, the Communist 
Czech embassy ought .to 
appear 
lonely 
Externally, however, it. doesn’t. It looks as 
well kept as any other of 
the 
dignified 
gray stone buildings along Embassy Row 
Inside, however, it’s different. 
I have been inside the Czech embassy 
only once in the years since it was taken 
over by the Communists, and that was on 
a visit in behalf of the American Legion to 
see whether the children 
of 
Czechoslo 
vakia might be permitted to participate in 
the Legion’s tide of toys. 
The downstairs of the embassy is about 
the same as that of any other embassy— 
huge marble stairway, rather impressive 
leading to living quarters above. The room 
in which the ambassador 
received 
me 
however, had seen better days. The bro­ 
cade on the walls, 
reminiscent 
of 
the 
golden era when Americans didn’t have 
to worry about income taxes, was bleach­ 
ed and worn; while the general 
atmos­ 
phere was one of stale tobacco and dis­ 
use. 
Ambassador 
Vladimir 
Outrata, 
who 
then 
represented 
Czechoslovakia, 
was 
extremely cagey about 
permitting 
the 
children of his country to receive Christ­ 
mas toys from the American Legion. He 
wanted to know how 
many 
toys there 
would be, and seemed horrified that there 
might be as many as one freight-car load 
It was obvious that he didn’t want any­ 
thing to dispel the Communist myth that 
the American people—even including our 
children—are the mortal enemies of the 
Czech children. 
I am quite sure that few other American 
newsmen have been inside the Communist 
Czech embassy during the 
years

His 
loyalty will tend toward any 
government 
which will improve his 
miserable living 
standards to even the slightest degree. Re­ 
porters who know Red China say that Mao 
has managed to better the lot of the coolie 
a trifle. 
As for the purges, there 
is reason 
to 
believe that they meet with the approval 
of millions upon millions of Chinese. The 
victims are usually landowners and in­ 
dividuals of some position in the commun­ 
ity. These people have been bitterly hated 
by the coolie class. The hatred has been in­ 
tensified by clever and intensive Red pro­ 
paganda—as has the hatred of the Chinese 
for the United States and England.

So might 
a trade embargo applied by the anti-com­ 
munist world. And in the long run it is not 
unreasonable to hope that some remnant 
of the Chinese spirit or philosophy of 
life that created one of the oldest and most 
cultured civiliations on earth 
will 
revolt 
against the godless concept of communism.

New Laboratory Speeds Revolutionary 
Methods In Newspapers Of America 


EXPERIMENTAL PLANT—the new A.N.P.A. laboratory ai Eaton, Pa.

NEW YORK—You are going to 
have better looking newspapers 
And you are going to get them 
quicker, says C. M. Flint, research 
director of the American News­ 
paper Publishers Association. 
Flint has had his job since 1947 
and some of his work is begin­ 
ning to pay off. Now his new' labo 
ratory at Easton, Penna., is in full 
operation. He believes it is the on 
ly research laboratory in the world 
devoted exclusively to newspaper 
problems. 
Among the many projects he has 
in the works is the use of modern 
business machines in newspaper 
mail rooms to count, package, ad­ 
dress and deliver newspapers. Such 
processes are used for many other 
products, but so far as he knows, 
no one has applied them fully to 
papers.

Readability Is Improved 
The laboratory is finding many 
newspaper problems which need 
solving, but which have been ne­ 
glected for many years. For ex­ 
ample there has be**n no adequate 
tester for the printing qualities of 
paper. Pressmen would find one 
shipment of paper easy to print on 
and the next very difficult. The 
laboratory hopes to offer paper 
makers a good tester soon. 


Flint thinks the cooperation he 
has been getting from manufac­ 
turers is as important as the work 
of the laboratory itself. 
In his New York office, he said 
he does not feel free to talk about 
what commercial firms are doing. 
But he is in a good position to 
know what publishers need. And 
he can pass the world along to the 
manufacturers who can handle the 
problem. Also, in many instances, 
he can do much of the preliminary 
work in the laboratory. 
Photographic Type Coming 
One project he can talk about is 
that for making photographic type 
which 
was 
announced 
some 
months ago. His Newspaper Pub­ 
lishers Association had little direct 
connection 
with 
that, 
but Flint 
worked with Vannevar Bush, U.S. 
research expert during the war, 
and he was able to get Bush and 
other 
inventors 
together with a 
manufacturer and some publishers 
to 
pool 
their 
efforts on photo­ 
graphic type. 
He hopes that the 
process 
will 
be of value to the 
whole newspaper industry when it 
is perfected. 
He is still working to get men 
with ideas and men with produc­ 
tion 
facilities 
together on other 
projects. And there are many pro­ 
grams in the laboratory lie cannot 
talk about until patents are pre­ 
pared. 
“But I ain confident this work 
will bring the reader better small 
papers and better large papers,” 
he said.

(Wall Street Journal) 
A Senate subcommittee has been doing 
• good job of investigation on the Recon­ 
struction Finance Corporation. It has u n­ 
covered a good many things in that agen­ 
cy’s previously secret history that should 
never nave been there. But w hen it spends 
hours on end bringing to light a little ham 
or a camera that aru R.F.C. officer 
may 
have accepted from a loan applicant, or 
trying to determine w hether a man was or

when he performed legal services for a 
loan beneficiary, it is only marking time. 
It was the subcommittee's purpose to 
discover what, if anything, is wrong with 
the R.F.C. and it has already accomplished 
that purpose. The record of its hearings

thing about the R.F.C. is that it is engaged 
in the banking business with the money of 
the country’s taxpayers with no responsi­ 
bility for the results of its operations. 
To say that such a government agency 
should be immune to political influences 
is to say a vain thing. The R.F.C. is a body 
of political origin. It is inevitably subject 
to political influence and that means par­ 
ty pressure. It has outlived whatever em er­ 
gency usefulness it ever had, 
for which 
reason it must pervert itself from its or­ 
iginal function if it is to continue its ex ­ 
istence and its officers are to continue to 
receive their federal salaries. 
One of the subcommittee’s interim re ­ 
ports was denounced as “asinine” in a cer­ 
tain high quarter. 
Anyone can see now 
that it is not the committee’s work but the 
R F.C.’s prolonged existence that merits 
the word. 
What is wrong with the R F C is that it 
exists at all.

Czechoslovak embassy in 
Washington is

and the stanchly anti-Communist Turkish 
embassy. 
Across the street are the Koreans, the 
Danes and Norwegians, the latter firm 
allies in the North Atlantic past, while

homes of Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, widow of 
the late president, and of Herbert Hoover. 
Down the street about a block are the 
embassies of Greece and tiny Luxembourg 
—now made famous by “Call Me Madam” 
Perle Mesta—both lined up solidly with 
the United States. 
In fact, the Communist 
embassy 
of 
Czechoslovakia seems just a bit out 
of 
place in these surroundings. Out of its 
windows, however, and across Sheridan 
Circle, its diplomats can see one fellow 
Communist embassy, that of Rumania, 
a 
rather attractive building 
which 
once 
housed Queen Marie on her famous visit 
to the U. S. During those more glamorous 
days when the crowns of 
kings 
and 
queens rested mbre firmly in the Balkans. 
Staring blankly at the 
Rumanian 
em ­ 
bassy in eternal disapproval is the statue 
of General Phil Sheridan, famous for his 
cavalry A-bomb raids up and down 
the 
Shenandoah Valley, but who now stands, 
still a-horse, in the middle 
of

Circle while children play

horse’s hoofs. 
INSIDE THE EMBASSY 
kl these surroundings, the Communist 
Czech embassy ought .to

Inside, however, ifs different. 
I have been inside the Czech embassy 
only once in the years since it was taken

The downstairs of the embassy is about 
the same as that of any other embassy— 
huge marble stairway, rather impressive, 
leading to living quarters above.

golden era when Americans didn’t have 
to worry about income taxes, was bleach­

was 
extremely cagey about 
permitting
